Wasninaton, February 23.—[Special.]— 

The Ohio ballot box investigating committee 
has taken a recess until next week, when a 
few more witnesses will be examined. 
; However, practically all the evidence is 
mowin. There has been abundance of red 
Jights, fire and music in the committee, and 
there have buen some startling developments. 
‘Notably on the last day the committee was in 
gession, when Wood, the forger, accused 
Foraker of having been the instigator of the 
forged paper. 

Pointing to Eorakerin a dramatic manner 
W ood said: 
‘The whole thing was done under your direct- 
jon. I thought you knew what you were 
talking about. You wanted a bluffer for Ben 
Butterworth, and I got a bluffer. I knew 
pothing except what you told me. As God is 


amy judge this is the truth.” 

’ Foraker turned red and white by turns 
during the accusation, and when Wood had 
dione he said, ina husky voice, “This is all 
‘datse.”’ 

Then the ex-governor said, turning to the 
committee, ‘there are some people who have 
been uncharitable enough to think that I was 

guilty of conspiracy for the production of this 
forgery. They ground their suspicions solely 
upon the evidence of that notorious scoundrel 
and self-convicted forger, Wood. My belief in 
the guineness of that paper was crime enough, 
and I shall regret the blunder all my life, but 
the crime they pretend to think me guilty of is 
‘a thousana times more heinous. It is that I 
could descend from my high position to traffic 
in the reputations of men of the highest in- 
tegrity, with a common scoundrel and forger, 
like,’ pointing to Wood. ‘The whole thing 
has been the bitterest experience of my life, 
‘mortifying and humiliating to the last degree, 
but from beginning to end there has not been a 
single moment when the whole world might 
not have known all that I knew.” 

Had Foraker stopped, there sympathy would 
Adiave been with him, but he went on, 
and the sympathy for him was 
transformed into contempt, when 
he said: ‘‘I shall believe to my dying day that 
there was something behind that bill, and as 
long as I live I shall never cease trying to 
ferret out what it was.’’ 

Now something about the history of the 
Dbaliot box forgery and that of ex-Governor J. 
B. Foraker. Foraker was taken up by ex- 
Governor Charles Foster and made the repub- 
lican candidate for governor of Ohio in ’83 
against Hoadly. He was then thirty-five yéars 
of age, and was judge of the court of appeals 
in Cincinnati. He was defeated, but he de- 
veloped such fine qualities as a stumper and 
a bold, fearless waver of the bloody shirt that 
che was taken up again in ’85 and elected by an 
unprecedented majority. Two years later he 
yan again and was again elected, but by.a 
simatier majority. During his term Of office he 
showed himself a shrewd politician, and de- 
voted his time to building up the republican 
party in the state™™Every office was used to 
‘increase his own power. Foraker’ clubs 
were organized by young men all over the 
state. The old mossbacks were, however, 
-against him. In ’88 he had been all over the 
country, and had shrewdly advertised him- 
self by the flag episode and snubbing Cleve- 
land in Philadelphia. 

Atthe Chicago convention in ’88 he was a 
‘delegate at large. Sherman had been ipn- 
dorsed by the Ohio delegation, Foraker, how- 
ever, acting treacherously. While ostensibly 
loyal to Sherman he was secretly concocting a 
plan to overthrow him and fostering a boom 

or himself. He was reaching for the presi- 
dential or vice-presidential nomination. After 
the convention owas over there’ was 
much soreness in the state over For- 
aker’s action. Sherman, Butterworth and 
McKinley were particularly sore, as were also 
other old republican congressmen, who had 
grown jealous of the new Cesar, who was rap- 
idly assuming entire. control of the party. 
‘They did not atter pt to conceal their dis- 
‘pleasure.Criminations and recriminations were 
‘made fora time, after which the fire slum- 
bered. 

Foraker heralded it over thestate just before 
the last convention, that he would not be a 
candidate for renomination. The consequence 
was that many strong republicans entered the 
field. All the time, however, Foraker was 
secretly setting up his pins for a renomination 
on the second or third ballot, and when the 
convention day rolled around he had 508 dele- 
gates pledged. Foraker then went into the 
canvas hainstringed by his own party. 

He at once began examining the record of 
his democratic opponent, James E. Camp- 
bell, for a vulnerable point. e 
claimed to have had an _ intimation 
that he was in congressional schemes with Mc- 
Kinley, Sherman and Butterworth, and this 
fact whetted his appetite, for it was evident to 
him that these men would knife him, and he 
wanted something to kill the four birds with 
Whe stcne. 

The intimation, although coming from an 
unreliable source, was eagerly taken up and 
followed. He offered Wood, the notorious liar 
and scoundrel, the position of smoke inspector 
of Cincinnati if he would produce the paper, 
Which purported to be genuine signatures of 
Campbell, Butterworth, McKinley and others 
to a paper subscribing $5,000 each to organize 
a company to manufacture ballot boxes, which 
they would have the government adopt by 
putting through congress a bill to that effect. 

W ood claims that from all his conversations 
with Foraker he was led to believe that Fora- 
ker wanted any kind of paper. He was des- 
perate. All he wanted was something to si-

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THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


The Purposed Site to be Fixed by Congress 
This Week. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—[Special.]—To- 
morrow has been set aside for a vote upon the 
location of the world’s fair. Voting might 
possibly continue until Tuesday, but it is prob- 
aqle the site will be selected tomorrow. Large 
delegations from New York, Chi- 
cago and S§8t. Louis are  =here_  to- 
night making every effort to secure votes. 
Mayor Grant and Chauncey Depew head the 
New Yorkers. A delegation of one hundred 
came in this afternoon from Chicago, and the 
rumor immediately became current that each 
inan brought with him acrisp new five-thou- 
sand-dollar bill, presumably to be used in pur- 
chasing votes. However, if this be true, and 
an attempt is made to spend one of the bills on 
a vote, Chicago will be doomed, for the New 
Yorkers are watching them, and _ will 
spring anything to Chicago’s_ discredit. 
As the matters stand at present 
the vote tomozrow on the first ballot will stand, 
Chicego 130, New York 100, St. Louic and 
Washington the remaining 100 which will be 
divided. New York expects to draw largely 
from St. Louis and Washington. Indeed, it is 
believed on the second or third ballot the 
southern vote will go almost in a lump to New 
York, for like all other matters, the world’s 
fair seems to have gotten into politics, and 
Tammany says it is necessary for New York to 
have it to carry the state democratic in ’92. 
The New York men are making a canvass to- 
night, and seem to feel confident they will win 
on the third ballot. 

OTHER BUSINESS FOR THE WEEK. 

After this has been done the house will again 
turn its attention to tle consideration of the 
contested election cases, and the committee on 
elections will call up the West Virginia case 
of Atkinson vs. Pendleton, and the Arkansas 
case of Featherstone vs. Cate, which will 
probably occupy most of the remainder of the 
week in their disposition. 

The committee on appropriations will report 
the urgent deficiency appropriation bill to the 
house on Thursday. 

IN THE SENATE. 

It promises to be a business week in the sen- 
ate. The order adopted under the resolution 
of Mr. Sherman to consider the public building 
bids, was not exhausted Friday, and at every 
possible opportunity the calendar will be called 
with a view of clearing it of the measures of 
thisclass. These bills are being passed in 
pursuance of an understanding to which all 
senators are parties. The bills have al] been 
amended in conformity to the plan adopted by 
the commitiee on pubiic buildings and 
grounds, have all been reported 
favorably by a unanimous vote 
of the committee, and doubtless will pass 
without objection. This understanding in- 
cludes also the bridge bills and private pen- 
sion bills, and it is expected that by the end of 
the week the calendar will have been cleared 
of all these rmegasures. 

=, fHE BLAIR BILL. 

The Blair eaticational bill still holds its place 
as the unfinished business, and has the right- 
of-way after the close of the morning hour. 
Senator Blair having concluded his speech,the 
bill is likely to be obtruded in the way of other 
business that the senate deems more important. 
Senator Faulkner will make the next speech 
on the bill. 

The “Oklahoma town site bill will be up 
daily during the morning hour until disposed 
of, which it is hoped will be before the end of 
the week. 

Mr. Evartshas given notice thathe will 
call up his resolution ‘‘declaring that it is com- 
petent for the senate to elect a president pro 
tem, who shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the senate.”’ This will, doubtless, provoke 
a discussion of constitutional power. The reso- 
lution was approved by the caucus of the re- 
publican senators last year, butit wasseriously 
coinbatted then by a large minority. It will, 
however, be adopted, and the senate will, it is 
understood, choose Senator Ingalls to preside 
during the absence of Vice-President Morton, 
whe, with his family, will start for Florida 
March 8th, to be absent a month. 3 
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GOVERNOR CAMPBELL EXPLAINS 


That He Would Not Countenance an Attack 
on Creed. 

Contumesvus, O., February 25.—-Washington’s 
birthday was celebrated last evening with a 
meeting under the anspices of the Patriotic 
Order Sons of America, at which Governor 
Campbell presided. Among the speakers was 
L. W. O’Brien, state vice-president of the or- 
der. His remarks were explanatory of the or- 
ganization, and were largely construed to be 
an attack on the Catholic church and priest- 
craft. 

Considerable comment has been created by 
the speech, and Governor Campbell has made 
a statement in justification of his presence, 
which was by pressing invitation. He says 
the speech of O’Brien has been exaggerated; 
that he said nothing derogatory to the Irish, 
and did say the order was not opposed to the 
Catholic church. The governor says that 
O’Brien is a mechanic, and not a public 
speaker, and probably said more than he really 
meant, and overstepped the bounds of pro- 
priety upon such an occasion. He says he 
would not. preside at a public meeting where 
any one’s creed or politics was attacked.

The only 
sense in which it can be said that the south is 
doing all it can for public education, 
is that the southern’ state legislatures 
may be levying as heavy a school tax

If the negro is well enough in the 
street cars, wh not _itet him in 
railway cars. he rag-tag will, of 
their own accord, avoid the well dressed, and 
it is cruc] toshut the negroes out of the li- 
braries. Let the south begin upon that ex- 
periment of equal rights for all men, and all 
parties, which, in the modern world, at least, 
has never failed on fair trial. It would not 
failin Hayti or San Domingo if they would 
once give it the supremacy thus far held by 
the alternating military tyrannies. 

During these two years and a half, let.it be 
made yet plainer than before that federal in- 
tervention is no willing choice of the republi- 
can or any party, and then let the word be. 
spoken that if, by 1892, any state in this union 
has not at least begun, with good show of com- 
pleting, the establishment of equal American 
rights for all Americans, the men of this na- 
tion, who, in whatever party, believe in free 
government first, will strain their every nerve 
and sinew to give the nation a president and a 
congress that will establish it peaceably, 
promptly and forever.

Where Ante-Bellum Flanters Got Their Cat 
riages. 

HuntsvitxuE, Ala., February 23.—[{Special.] 
About 10 o’clock last night the fire alarm bell 
rang out, bringing to the scene of action the 
fire department. It was soon discovered that 
the old Halsay carriage shop, at the corner of 
Green and Meridian streets, was in flames. 
This ancient building has stood for half a cen- 
tury, and wasa landmark of ante-bellum days. 
Here was built before the war hundreds of fine 
carriages and buggies for the wealthy planters 
of thisand adjoining states. The tire engine 
kept the flames. confined so that the adjoinin 
residences were not injured. The entire build- 
ing andalot of work manufactured by the 
Montezuma Rustic company and its tools were 
destroyed. As there had been no fire in the 
building in some time, it must have been the 
work of an incendiary.

Never before, in the history of Opelika, has 
there been as many negroes upon the streets at 
one time as was seen today. Parson Thomas 
Glenn, colored, the Baptist minister at this 
city, died yesterday, and for miles around ne- 

s came from every direction to attend his 
Riaaral, There were at least sixty-five wagons, 
buggies, carriages, etc., in the procession. 
Each vehicle contained from two to twelve 
occupants. There were women riding bare- 
back mules, and at least 3,000 walking. Arrivy- 
ing at the church, such a rush to secure seats 
was made that the floor of the building went 
down with a crash. Several negroes were more 
or less injured, After breaking down one 
church they proceeded to another, and long 
before the procession arrived, it was filled to its 
utmost capacity. <A fight took placein one of 
the procession wagons, and several words that 
would not look wellin print were exchanged 
between the parties engaged in the difficulty. 
Chief of Police Yarbrough vouches for the 
assertion that as soon asthe church floor caved 
in, an old darky asked if the corpse was killed. 
It is estimated that at least 8,000 negroes at- 
tended the parson’s funcral. Today was truly 
a sight to behold. We make the assertion that 
no man, be he whom he may, ever had Slarger 
procession to follow him to his last resting 
place than did this colored minister. 


THE NEGRO AND THE INDIAN. 


Cardinal Gibbons Makes an Appeal on Their 
: Behalf. 

_ Barttimmodsr, February 23.—Before honin 
ning his serinon today, at high mass; Cardinal 
Gibbons made an appeal to the congregetion 
in behalf of the negro and Indian missions. 
His eminence reminded his hearers that in 
compliance with the decree of the last plenary 
council, of Baltimore, an annual collection 
was taken up in behalf of these missions on 
the first Sanday in Lentin all the churches 
of the country. 

“There are now,’’ said his eminence, ‘‘about 
seven millions of negroes in the states, and 
the negro question has become a_ serious 
problem to the American people. The best 
solution of this problem, in my judgment, will 
be foundin Christianizing the negroes. In 
some sections of the country, if reports are 
true, their religion has degenerated into a 
kind of fetishism, and is entirely emotional, 
devoid of all religious restaints and obiiga- 
tions. The negro race are naturally a religious 
people. They are kind, affeetionate and 
grateful, submissive to authority; and their 
conduct towards the close of the late war, 
when they had power to do mischief, was 
above all praise. By proper religious and 
Christian instruction, they are sure to become 
a most useful element in the community.

AND GIVES HIM A HIGH PLACE 


Mr. Grady's Triumph (ver Adversity and 
His Deep Religious Natiere—An Inci- 
dent of the Piedmont Chautauqua. ‘ 


The great Academy of Music was crowded to- 
day as it never had been before. Prominent 
in the congregation were mest of the goutie- 
men who had attended the banquet of the 
Southern society. Their presence was due te 
the intimation that Dr. Talmage was going to 
preach on the life and character of Tux Con- 
STITUTION’S late editor, Mr. Henry W. Grady. 
Dr. Talmage was at his best, in splendid 
voice, and his rounded periods made a deep 
impression upon all present. Taking for his 
text Isaiah yiii.,1. “Take thee a great roll, 
and write in it with a man’s pen,” the preacher 
said: 

To Isaiah, with royal blood in his veins and 
a habitant of palaces, does this divine* order 
come. He isto take a1oll,a large roll, and 
write on it with a pen, not an angel’s pen, bag 
aman’s pen. So God honored the pen and se 
he honored manuscript. In our day the 
mightiest roll is the religious and secular news- 
paper, and the mightiest pen is the editor’s 
pen, whether for good orevil. And God says 
now to every literary man, and especially te 
every journalist: ‘‘Take thee a great roll and 
write in it with a man’s pen.”’ 

THE NEWS ON THEE MEDITERRANEAN. 

Within a few weeks one of the strongest, 
most vivid and most brilliant of those peng 
was iaid down on the editorial! desk in Atlanta, 
never again to be resumed. I was far away at 
the time. We had been sailing up from the 
Mediterranean sea, through the Dardanelles, 
which region is unlike anything I ever saw for 
beauty. There is not any other water scenery 
on earth where God has done so many 
picturesque things with islands. They are 
somewhat like the Thousand Islands of our 
American St. Lawrence, but more 
like heaven. Indeed. we had just 
passed Patmos, the place irom 
which John had his apocalyptic vision. Con. 
stantinople had seemed to come out to greet 
us, for your approach to that city is different 
from any other city. Other citiesas you ape 
proach them seem to retire, but this city, with 
its glittering minarets and pinnacles, seems 
almost to step into the water to greet you, 
But my landing there, that would have beem 
to me an exhilaration, was suddenly stunned 
with the tidings of the death of my intimate 
friend, Henry W. Grady. I could hardly be- 
lieve the tidings, for I had left on my stady 
tab'e at home letters and telegrams from him, 
those letters and telegrams having a warmth 
and geniality, and a wit such as he alone could 
express. The departure of no public man for 
many years has so affected me. For days I 
walked about as in a dream, and I resolved 
that, getting home, I would, for the sake of 
his bereaved household, and for the sake of his 
bereaved profession, and for the sake of wha 
he had Leer to me, and shall continue to be af 
long as memory lasts, I would speak a word in 
appreciation of him, the most promising of 
Americans, and learn some of the salient les 


sons of his departure *~ 

I have no doubt that he ha@ enemies, for ne 
man can live such an active life as lived, or 
be so far in advance of his time wit qt mak- 
ing enemies, some because he defeated heit 
projects, and some because he out shone thal 
Owls and bats never did like the rising sun 
But I shall tell you how he appeared to me, 
and I am glad that I told him while he was in 
full health what I thought of him. 
Memorial orations and gravestone epi- 
taphs are often mean enough, for they 
say of a man after he is dead that which ought 
to have been said of him while living. 
garland for a living brow is worth more than @ 
mountain of japonicas and calla lilies heaped 
on afuneral casket. By a little black volume 
of fifty pages containing the eulogiums and 
poems uttered and written at the demise of 
Clay and Webster and Calhoun and Lincoln 
and Sumner, the world tried to pay for the 
forty years of obloquy it heaped upon thos 
living giants. If IL say nothingin praise of a 
man while he lives I will keep silent when he 
is dead. Myrtle and weeping wiliow can nevet 
do what ought to have been done by amaranth 
and palm branch. No amount of ‘Dead 
March in Sanl”’ rambling from big organs at 
the obsequies can atone for non-appreciation of 
the man before he fell on sleep. The hearse 
cannot do what ought to have been done by 
chariot. But there are important things that 
need to be said about our friend, who was @ 
prophet in American journalism, and who only 
a few years ago heard the command of my text: 
‘Take thee a great roll, and write in it witha 
man’s pen.”’ 

A RETROSPECT OF LIFE. 

His father dead, Henry W. Grady, a bop 
fourteen years of age, took up the battle of 
life. It would require along chapter to re 
cord the names of orphans who have come te 
the top. WhenjGod takes away the head of the 
household he very often gives tosome lad in 
that household a special qualification. Christ 
remembers how that hisown father died early, 
leaving him to support himself and his mother 
aud his brothers in the carpenter’s shop af 
Nazareth, and he is in sympathy with all boys 
and all young men in the struggle. You says 
“Oh, if my father had only lived I would have 
had a better education aud I would have had 
2 inore promising start,and there are some 
wrinkles on my brow that would not have bees 
there.’”” But I have noticed that God makes 
a special way fer orphans. You would not 
have been halfthe man you are if you had 
not been obliged from your early days 
to fight your own battles. What 
other boys got ont of Yale and Harvard 
you got in the university of hard knocks. Ge 
among successful merchants, lawyers, physi- 
cians and men of all occupations and profes 
sions, and there are many of them who will 
teli you: “At ten, or twelve, or fifteen years 
of age I started for myself; father was sick, or 
father was dead.’’ But somehow they got 
through and got up. I account for it by the 
fact that there is a special dispensation of God 
for orphans. All hail, the fatherless and 
motherless! The Lord Almighty will see you 
through. Early obstacles for Mr. Grady were 
only the means for development of his intel- 
lect and heart. And lo! when at thirty~

But that intellect was not ashamed to bow to 
Christ. Among his last dying utterances was 
es oe for the prayers of the ehurches in his 
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There was that particular quality in him 
that you do not find in more ms one person 
outof hundreds of thousands—namely, per- 
sonal magnetism. People have tried to detine 
that quality, and always failed, yet we have 
all felt its power. ‘There are some persons who 
have only to enter a room or step upon a plat- 
form or into a pulpit, and you are thrilled by 
their presence, and when they speak your na- 
ture responds and you cannot helpit. What 
is the peculiar influence with which such a 
magnetic person takes hold of social groups 
and audiences? Withoutattempting to define 
this, which is indefinable, I will sav it seems 
to correspond to the waves of air set in motion 
by the voice or the movements of the body. 
Just like that atmospheric vibration is the 
moral or spiritual vibration which rolls out 
from the soul of what we call a magnetic per- 
son. As there may be a cord or rope bindin 
bodies together, there may be an invisible ed 
binding souls. A magnetic man throws it 
over others as a hunter throws a lasso. Mr. 
Grady was surcharged with this influence, and 
it was employed for patriotism and Christian- 
ity and elevated purposes. 

GREAT MEN MAY BE CHRISTIANS. 

You may not know why, in the conversation 
which L had with Mr. Gladstone a few weeks 
ago, he uttered these memorable words about 
Christianity, some of which were cabled to 
America. He was speaking in reply to this 
remark: I said: ‘‘Mr. Gladstone, we are told in 
America by some people that Christianity 
does very well for weak minded men and 
children in the infant class, but it is not fit for 

. stronger minded men; but when we mention 
you, of such large intellectuality, as being a 
pronounced friend of religion, we silence their 
batteries.”” Then Mr. Gladstone stopped on 
the hillside where we were exercising, and 
said: ‘‘The older I grow, the more confirmed 
i am in my faith in religion.’”’ ‘‘Sir,’’ said he, 

with flashing eye and uplifted hand, ‘‘talk 
about the questions of the day, there is but 
one question, and that is the Gospel. That 
can and will correct everything. Do you have 
any of that dreadful agnosticism in America ?’’ 
Having told him we had, he went on to 
say: “I am profoundly thankful that none 
of my children or kindred have been 
Dlasted by it. I am “gfad to 
say that about all the men at the top in Great 
Britain are Christians. Why, sir,’ he said, “I 
have been in public position fifty-eight years, 
and forty-seven years in thé cabinet ol the 
British government, ang ing those forty- 
seven years | haggWFen associated with sixty 
of the mas*te¥"Ininds of the century, and all 
but fiys”of the sixty were Christians.” He 
theyMnamed the four leading physicians and 
‘wereons of his country, calling them by name 

nd remarking upon the high qualities of 
each of them and added: ‘‘They are all 
thoroughly Christian.’”’ My triends, I 
think it will be quite respectable 
for a little longer to be the friends of religion. 
William E. Gladstone, a Christian; Henry W. 

Grady, a Christian. What the greatest of 

Englishmen said of England is true of America 

and of all Christendom. The men atthe top 

are the friends of God and believers in tho 
ganctities of religion, the most eminent of the 
doctors, the most eminent of the 
lawyers, the most eminent of the merchants, 
and tliere are no better men in all our land 
than some of those who sit in editorial chairs. 
And if that does not correspond with your 
Sepenntenoen! p, Iam sorry that. you have 
fallen iuto bad company. In answer to the 
question put last spring, “‘Cana secular jour- 
nalist be a Christian?’? Inot only answer in 
the affirmative, but I assert that so great are 
the responsibilities of that profession, so infi- 
nite and eternal the consequences of their obe- 
dience or disobedience of the words of my text, 
**Take thee a great roll and write in it with a 
man’s pen,’’ and so many are the surrounding 
temptatians, that the men of no other profes- 
sion more deeply need the defenses and the re- 
Ainforcements of the grace of God. 

THE OPPORTUNITIES OF JOURNALISM. 

And then look at the opportunities of jour- 
malism. I praise the pulpit and magnify my 
office; but I state a fact which you all know 
when I say that where the pulpit touches one 
person the press touches five hundred. The 
vast majority of people do not go to church, 
but all intelligent people read the newspapers. 
While, therefore, the responsibility of the 
minister is great, the responsibilities of edi- 
tors and reporters is greater. Come, brother 
journalist, and get your ordination, not by the 
Jaying on of human hands, but by the laying 
on of the hands of the Almighty. To you is 
committed the precious reputation of men and 
the more precious reputation of women. 
Spread before our children an elevated litera- 
ture. Make sin appear disgusting and virtue 
admirable. Believe good rather than evil. 
‘While you show up the hypocrisies of 
the church, show up the _ stupendous 
hypocrisies ontside the church. Be not, 
as some of you are, the mere echoes of 
public opinion ; make public opinion. Let the

a message of light and liberty and kindness 
and an awakening of moral power. But who 
is sufficient for these things? Not one of you 
without divine help. But get that influence 
and the editors and reporters can go up and 
take this world for God and the truth. The 
mightiest opportunity in all the world for use- 
fulness today is open before editors and report- 
ers and publishers, whether of knowledge on 
foot, as fn the book, or knowledge on the wing, 
as ip the newspaper. I pray God, men of the 
ame@wspaper press, whether you hear or read this 
to your full op- 
portunity and that you may be divinely helped 

_and rescued and blessed. 

Some one might say tome: ‘How can you 
taik thus of the newspaper press when you 
yourself have sometimes been unfairly treated 
and misrepresented?’ I answer that in the 
opportunity the newspaper press of this coun- 
try and other countries have given me week by 
week to preach the gospel to the nations, I am 
put under so much obligation that I defy all 
editors and reporters, the world over, to write 
anything that shall call forth from me one 
word of bitter retort from now till the day of

When the great political campaigns were over 
Mr. Grady went home to his newspaper. He 
demonstrated that it is’ possible to 
toil for principles which he thought to be 
right, simply because they were right. Chris- 
tian patriotism is too rare a commodity in this 
country. Surely the Joy of living under such 
free institutions as those established here 
ought to be enough reward for political fidelity. 
Among all the great writers that stood at the 
last presidential election on democratic and 
republican platforms, you cannot recall in 
— mind ten who were not themselves look- 
ng for remunerative appointments. Aye, you 
can count them all on the fingers of one hand. 
The most illustrious specimen of that style of 
man for the last ten years was Henry W. 
Grady. 

Again, Mr. Grady stood for the new south, 
and was just what we want to meet three 
other men, one to speak for the new north, an- 
other for the new east, and another for the 
new west. The bravest speech made for the 
last quarter of acentury was that made by 
Mr. Grady at the New England dinner in New 
York about two or three years ago. I sat with 
him that evening and know something of his 
anxieties, for he was to tread on dangerous 
ground and might by one misspoken word 
have antagonized forever both sections.

Who will in conspicuous action represent the 
new north as he did the new south? Who 
shall come forth for the new east and who for 
the new west? Let oid political issues be 
buried, let old grudges die. _Let new theories 
be launched. With the coming in of a new 
nation at the gates of Castle Garden every 
ager and the wheat bin and corn crib of our 

and enlarged with every harvest, and a vast 
multitude of our population still plunged in 
illiteracy to be educated, and moral questions 
abroad involving the very existence of our 
republic, let the old political platforms that are 
worm eaten be dropped and platforms that 
shall be made of two planks, the one the Ten 
Commandments and the other the Sermon on 
the Mount, lifted for all of us to stand 
on. But there is a_ let of old 
politicians grumbling all around the 
sky who don’t want a new south, a new north, 
a@ new east ora new west. They have some 
old war speechés that they prepared in 1861, 
that in all our autumnal elections they feel 
called upon to intict upon the country. They 
growl louder and louder in proportion as they 
are pushed back further and further and the 
Henry W. Gradys come to the front. But 
the mandate, I think, has gone forth from the 
throne of God that a new American nation 
shall take the place of the old, and the new 
has been baptized for God and liberty and 
justice and peace and morality and religion. 

THE APOTHEOSIS. 

And now our much lamented friend has gone 
to give account. Suddenly the facile and 
potent pen is laid down and the eloquent 
tongue is silent. What? Is there no safe- 
guard against fatal disease? The impersona- 
tion of stout health was Mr. Grady. What 
compactness of muscle!. What ruddy com- 
plexion! What flashing eye! Standing with 
him ig a group of twenty or thirty persons at 
Piedmont, he looked the healthiest, as his 
spirits were the blithest. Shall we never feel 
again the hearty grasp of his handor be mag- 
netized with his eloquence? Men of the great 
roll, men of the pen, men of wit, men of 
power, if our friend had to go when the call 
came, so must you when your call 
comes. When God asks you what 
have you done with your pen or your 
eloquence or your wealth or your social posi- 
tion, will you be able to give satisfactory an- 
swer? What have we been writing all these 
years? If mirth, hasit been innocent mirth, 
or that which tears and stings and lacerates? 
From our pen have there come forth produc- 
tions healthy or poisonous? In the last great 
day, when the warrior must give account of 
what he has done with his sword, and the 
merchant what he has done with his yard 
stick, and the mason what he has done with 
his trowel, and the artist what he has 
done with his pencil, we shall have to 
give account of what we have done 
with our pen. There are gold pens 
and diamond pens and pens of exquisite man- 
ufacture, and every few weeks I see some new 
kind of pen, each said to be better than the 
other; but.in the great day of our arraignment 
before the Judge of the quick and dead that 
will be the most }cautiful pen, whether gold 
or steel or quill which never wrote a profane 
orunclean or cruel word, or which from the 
day it was carved or split at the nib, dropped 
from its point kindness and encouragement 
and help and gratitude to God and benediction 
for man. 

May God comfort that torn up southern 
home, and all the homes of this country, and of 
all the world, which have been swept by this 
plague of influenza, which has deepened some- 
times into pneumonia and sometimes into 
typhus, and the victims of which are counted 
by the ten thousand! Satan, whois the ‘‘prince 
of the power of the air,’ has been poisoning 
the atmosherein all nations. Though it is 
the first time in our remembrance, he has done 
the same thing before. In 1696 the unwholesome 
air of Cairo, Egypt, destroyed the life of ten 
thousand in one day, and in Constantino- 
plein 1714 three hundred thousand people 
died of it. Iam glad that by the better sani- 
tation of our cities and wider understanding of 
hygienic laws and the greater skill of physici- 
ans these Apollyonic assaults upon|the human 
race are being resisted, but pestilential atmos- 

here is still abroad, Hardly a family here 
put has felt its lighter or heavier touch. Some 
of the best of my flock fell under its power 
and many homes here __ represented 
have been crushed.

FAMOUS, 


But the Other Gentleman’s Name Still 
Seems to Be Jones—He is 
Severely Criticised. 


New York, February 23.—({Special.}—Ev- 
erybody here is talking today about the two 
speeches at the Southern Society dinner last 
night.- They were those of John Temple 
Graves, of Rome, Ga., and Charles H. 
Jones, of the ‘St. Louis Republic. Graves’s 
voice is, unfortunately, not strong, and 
all present couldn’t hear his eloquent 
words. However, those who did hear and 
those who read full extracts in the morning 
papers, are profuse in complimentary com- 
ment. Indeed, with the exception of Mr. 


Cleveland and Mr. Jones, his is theonlyspeech | 


of the half dozen of the evening from which 

the papers print full extracts. Graves’s artistic 

eloquence and manly utterances, indeed, have 

brought him very prominently to the front. 
JONES’S SPEECH. 

The other speech of the evening, comments 
upon which are on the lips of every one, is 
that of Mr. Jones, of the St. Louis Republic. 
Mr. Jones was unfortunate all the way 
through. In the first place, he was last on the 
list. Mrs. Cleveland had retired from the gal- 
lery, and indeed nearly every one had 
left. Probably not one hundred people 
were on the floor, yet Mr. Jones had prepared 
a great pyrotechnic political bomb, which was 
to be explodedin the glare of many colored 
lights, and which was to throw the guests at 
the banquet board into enthusiastic excite- 
ment and unstinted applause of approval. It 
was in the shape of a nomination of ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland for ’92. 

MR. CLEVELAND DID NOT LIKE IT.! 

It fell rather tamely, for the guests had 
nearly all retired, and Mr. Cleveland’s face 
evinced the fact that he had not been consult- 
ed, and, indeed, that he deemed it premature 
and unpleasant. No one knew what was 
coming, and as at the conclusion 
of Mr. Jones’s speech the banquet 
would end, nearly every one had left the 
hall for the cloak room. Mr. Jones saw this 
and cut his speech short. Indeed, he stopped 
short with his reference to Mr, Cleveland. The 
speech was, however, eloquent and strong, but 
Mr. Jones was unfortunate in his time, and in 
attempting to make a political nominating 
speech at a social gathering. 

The New York papers are not very compli- 
mentry to Mr. Jones’s effort. 

Indeed, the World, which is a strong Cleve- 
land paper, bubs him the ‘‘wild man from 
Borneo.”’ 

From Another Correspondent. 

New York, February 23.—[{Special.]—The 
speech made by Colonel Charles H. Jones, of 
Missouri, at the annual dinner of the New 
York Southern society, Saturday night, in 
which he predicted the nomination of Grover 
Cleveland in 1892, was the subject of much 
quiet comment among democrats today. 

The general current of opinion was that 
Editcr Jones had desired to create a sensation 
in the political world, and had missed. Demo- 
crats who were earnest in saying that they 
were Clevelaud men to the core, seemed dis- 
pleased at this sudden and uncalled-for hoist- 
ing of the ex-president’s name into promi- 
nence.

The Governorship Actively Discussed—Seek- 
ing Tom Grimes’s Seat—Fighting for 
Legislative Position. 


Newnan, Ga., February 23.—[Special.]—I 
have just returned from Greenville, where 
Judge 8. W. Harris is holding a two week 8 
court. There were many strangers in the city, 
drawn there by various interests, but mainly 
on account of the railroad agitation and the 

outlook. I was particularly im- 
pressed with the beauty of the town, the hos- 
pitality of its citizens, and themurky condition 
of the political atmosphere.. Jf a man wants 
to know who is to fill the executive chair for 
the next two years, compete for the honors of 
the office of commissioner . of agriculture, 
or suceeed the Hon. Thomas W. Grimes in 
congress, he need only sit quietly in the lobby- 
rooms ofthe leading hotels and hear these 
grave questions discussed pro and con by their 
numerous guests. Every man: met there ap- 
pears to be a walking cyclopedia of informa- 
tion with elaborate annotations. The very 
atmosphere of this classic city, is impregnated 
with political bacteria, which hovers over the 
county of Meriwether, and every fellow is do- 
ing his own sneezing. 

HENRY R. HARRIS ON HAND. 

I had the pleasure, for the first time, of meet- 
ing the Hon. Henry R. Harris, who possesses, 
in an eminent degree, those qualities which 
best fit a man representative of the varied in- 
terests of his numerous constituents. He was 
shaking hands with many friends who appre- 
ciated him for the valuable services he had 
rendered his people in the past, and I found 
him worthy of the confidence reposed therein. 
Heisa gentleman unassuming as the hum- 
blest citizen, dignified as a knight of the twelfth 
century, and as courteous as a finished 
grandee. He enjoys excellent health, talked 
freely about politics in general but very modest 
concerning his own personal interests. In 
conversation with him about Harrison’s ad- 
ministration he said, with much force and no 
little resentment, that his record so far was the 
most signal failure of any executive since the 
dawn of our national history, and that Reed’s 
arbitrary rulings were in keeping with the 
spirit manifested by that autocratic despot 
whilst a member of a committee in which 
Mr. Harris served with great credit to him- 
self. The outlook, said he, is very gloomy for 
the minority until a change is~ brought 
about by the success of the democratic party;

AS TO THE GOVERNORSHIP. 

Withoat prejudicing the successful candi- 
dacy of any gubernatorial aspirant,he was of 
the opinion that Mr. Northen was the most 
popular candidate so far spoken of in con- 
nection with the executive chair of Georgia, 
and that he will be very strongin the nomi- 
nating convention. 

Livingston is neither strong among the al- 
liancemen of Meriwether or the professional 
and business men of that county.

For instance it is asserted by some wise 
prophets that Judge Harris will make a strong 
race above the mountain, but that Mr. Grimes 
will be able to muster a solid front below that 
disorderly line. In that event it would seem 
that the present incumbent would certainly 
succeed himself, Other slate-makers say that 
Mr. Henry R, Harrls will be able to carry the 
counties of Talbot and Harris below the 
mountain, together with Heard and Meri- 
wether, whille he will secure a division 
of Carroll and Coweta with Judge Harris. 
Troup county, it is thought, will enter the 
convention solidly for Dr. Ridley, with the 
understanding that they will cast their yote 
either for Judge Harris or Mr. Grimes.

If he should carry 
Troup, as he did before, that will not secure 
his nomination, according to the last slate- 
maker referred to. It is thought that Mr. 
Henry Harris will enter the convention with 
a like number pledged. That would leave, 
according to these predictions, only 14 votes 
for Judge Harris, which lacks over three votes 
to nominate. Troup county is the boyhood 
home and native heath of the judge, and if 
Carroll, Coweta and Troup stand solidly to- 

ether for him, a nomination will be im 

le, without some concessions from the friends 
other candidates. Should

“The Wiener-Wurst Man and the Popcorn 
Vender, With the Blacking Sellers and 
the Men Who Sells Microscopes. 


There are lots of folks making money in At- 


Janta. 
And not all of them are real estate traders, 


either. 

There are two money-makers in the city who 
mre but little seen in the day time. Just as 
soon as the shadows fall, however, you can 
hear the familiar cry— 

‘Weiner Woorst!” 

Then the two white-jacketed figures can be 
geen going from _ place to place 
gvith a steaming kettle in one hand and a box 
of bread in the other. Ona public corner the 
weiner-wurst man will halt and sound his 
call. Customers flock around, aud until the 
Jast drowsy nighthaws have flitted to their 
pests,the process of money making goes on. 

The pioneer in the business is John Will- 
Jams, who has invested his savings in real 
estate, and now owns some very valuable 
property in the city. Two links of weiner- 
‘wurst sausage, two slices of rye bread, a 
dash of mustard or horse radish; all for a 
nickle. 

And yet, so great is the demand for this pe- 
eniiar stvie of cheap lunch that the weiner- 
wurst man carries home a fat purse after each 
pight’s work. 
| The Pop Corn Vender 
ss ove of the newest candidates for public fa- 
syor, and there is big moneyin the business. 

Everybody knows what the simple stock in 
trade consists of. A gasoline lamp, a wire 
oaster, a sack of raw pop corn, a little butter 
-and the right to sell on the corner. 

That is all. 

The owner of the invention secures the 
corner right and employs a man_ to 
‘work the roaster. Then he simply furnishes a 
number of paper bags, as required, and keeps 
careful count, so that his empleyes may not 
Swindle him, and awaite developments. 

Five cents a ball. That is all, but the sales 
run up to from five to ten dollars a day when 
ethe weather is fine. The man who runs 
the roaster is paid daily wages, one dollara 

day, and the balance goes to the proprietor of 
the stand. Men, women and children buy the 
_Juscions pop corn just as they used to invest in 
.ice cream cakes before these were banished by 
city ordinance from the streets of Atlanta. 
Selling Taffy 
is another little scheme that proves a bonanza 
to the nan who deals in it. 

You may see him day after day, standing on 
the corner of Alabama and Whitehall streets. 
He never says a word, for the appearance of 

‘his goods speaks for itself. 

From « pile of cream colored candy he chips 
off bit after bit with a tiny hatchet. He 
is neatly dressed, and his white jacket, apron 


and gloves are always scrupulously clean. 


People pause in passing, and purchase five 
or ten cents’ worth, and walk off munching 
taffy with evident satisfaction. By means of 
this business the taffy man derives a liberal 
iIneome, making more than many wage-earners 
who toil at different trades. 

The Mieroscope Man 
fis a natural born genius. His instruments are 
the very perfection of simplicity, and their 
novelty sells them. 

A thin glass globe, an inch ora little more 
-in diameter, filled with water and the neck 
-closed with a bit of sealing wax. 

That is all there is of it, and the owner of 
this little bonanga stands on the street cor- 
ners and peddles them out at ten cents a piece. 

* Of course a magnifying glass that will make 
small print look big and bold, for such a 
‘trifling sum, attracts attention, and 
“you see dignified gentlemen purchase 
the trinkets and stop every friend they meet 
to show the wonders of this nnique microscope. 

The cost of these glasses must be very 
~trifting, and at ten cents the profit is simply 

enormous. 

A Shrewd Speculator 
“is the blacking man who sallies forth on 
Whitehall street in the dusk of the evening 
and exhibits the virtues of his stainless and 
.ever-brilliant blacking. 

He will take a wad of it in his hands, rub it 
all over his face, to show you that it leaves no 
speck or spot behind it. He expatiates on the 
comfort of using sucha refined and delicate 
quality of goods. 

Then, with a few dexterous strokes of his 
brush, he shows you the most beautiful polish, 
on the toughest looking boot, in a few seconds. 

Of course it sells on sight. They say that 
~the secret all liesin the skill with which he 

manipulates the stuff, and his long experience 
.asa boot shiner, but, be that as it may, he 
og gy money, Which is just what he set out 
0. 


There Are Many Others 

~whoare making money off of very simple 

‘things. There is the Italian balloon and min- 
iature windmill affair, who goes about with 

his branching staff and its freight of gaily-coi- 

' = trinkets, over which the children go 
wild. 

__ Then there is the man who owns the revolv- 
ing advertising device, which he rents in sec- 
tions, and has only she trouble of keeping it 
adjusted and collecting the rents. 

The ‘drop-a-nickel-in-the-slot” devices for 
weighing, testing the grip of the hand, and 
the ones where you drop in a penny and get a 
bit of chewing gum. All these are money- 
making schemes. 

People love to be humbugged a little, and 
the bolder the scheme the stranger the fasci- 
nation to the average American mind. 

Skill and ingenuity with plenty of audacity, 
are the qualifications most needed ‘by seabis 
who desire to make money. The street ped- 
dier will sell more goods at a higher price than 
many a regular dealer. People will buy a 
pocket book from a street hee al for the sake 
of a piece yf pinchback jewelry, who have no 
use for either the pocket book or the jewelry.

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AT THE THEATER 


“La Tosca.” 

Miss Fanny Davenport will appear tonight in 
this great creation of Victorien Sardou,’ and we 
think it will be interesting for our readers to give 
them more intimate knowledge: of the artist’s 
thoughts and opinions. All things considered, 
Miss Davenport is unquestionably the greatest 
dramatic artist, of her sex, in this country today. 
She is to the stage what a political giant is to his 
party. She says, I have thought, studied, strng- 
gied and, won, and having through long, faithful 
service, gained an acknowledged first place posi- 
tion in her profession, she gladly gives opinions to 
those desiring them.Miss Davenport is as charming 
a woman off the stage as any one could wish to 
meet. She is an excellent, bright, ictelligent and 
interesting conversationalist. She is also a clever 
writer, and has recently contributed to the press 
productions brimful of literary merit as well as 
sound argument and solid reasoning. In writing 
not long ago some of her views on the emotions of 
actors and actresses, she says: 

“Whatis or can be the record of an actress, 
however famous? They leave nothing behind 
them but memories. Ask any number of persons 
to give you areal picture or effect of any grest 
actor produced in their time: ‘It was fine.” ‘It 
was grand.’ But ask them how he did this or that 
and they are at a loss. Other artists—painters, 
poets, sculptors and musicians—leave positive 
evidence of their mission, but with ns the curtain 
falls and allis darkness.’’ But why, say I, must 
this be so? Surely this great woman could have 
written of her methods,’ her ideas of character, 
and studying of them, and now, that she is no 
longer among us, and when peo eask, ‘“‘How did 
Cushman make that point?” ‘Why did Cushman 
do this or that?” we could reply, “Read her own 
words about it; her explanations, methods and 
progress in her art."’ “Is absolute feeling prefer- 
able to a simulation of it, to a true artist?’ 

“Tis not, I think, a question of preference, but 
of possibilities. One person may feel more deeply 
than another. One may be weaker than the emo- 
tion he is to represent, while another may be great 
enough to produce a perfect grief of passion, sim- 
ulating most truly to nature. For my part, I be- 
lieve a dramatic artist should guide painting 
of acharacter with a master hand; he should 
know clearly and surely what he intends Seng. It 
is a fact known to every actor that when one loses 
one’s self in an emotion, and is overcome by it, he 
loses control of that which should be responsive to 
his slightest call. If my preference were asked 
whether I would prefer to feelan emotion or ap- 
pear to feel it, I think I should say the latter, for 
the artist who appears to suffer is the lasting one 
after all. The actor who reajly feels must soon 
wear himself out, for is it not impossible to feel 
repeatediy the same role for years? I believe 
there are times when the power of great feeling 
moves an artist to his utmost soul, and makes 
him sway and bend as a tree before a cyclone, and 
he looks on in wonder at his own at power. 
This is inspiration, God-given, and, I believe, 
coming to all artists at different times in their 
professional life. But, wéte this continuous, what 
a wreck of physical and mental strength would 
such an effort be! Asan example of my argu- 
ment, let us take 

“People say some men and women are ‘born 
actors ;' but those whoimagine that they have not 
cultivated with an indefatigable assiduity the tal- 
ents he or she possesses from nature, have a very 
imperfect knowledge of the source of that merit 
which so astonishes them. Who that knows or 
reads of Rachel realizes how she worked and 
struggled to reach the goal—hour after hour, day 
after day, intonation, pauses, declamation—all she 
studied step by step with her master and her 
friend Sampson. All cried, ‘she isa genius,’ yet 
how many hours of deep reflection and earnest 
study were her rare exhibitions of skill the fruit? 

“In referring to my own humble efforts in the 

ast,I can only say that my best results have 

en through my greatest study and work. Many 
a night have I cried myself to sleep, unable to 
reach an effect or make a certain point. There 
have been times when certain roles have been.as a 
closed book to me, and even after repeated re- 
hearsals remained a blank, and I became wholly 
despondent, when a!l at once the veil feil from my 
eyes and I seemed to realize the character and its 
possibilities.’’

ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE AGRI- 
CULTURAL WORLD. 


Notes of the Farm, the Garden and the Dairy 
—The Outlook*for the Year—The 
Farmers Over the State. 


Our farmers, says the Lawrenceville Herald, 
in their ambition to make cotton, have for- 
gotten the @@"fple of their fathers, who, with 
not half the advange we possess, were more 
prosperous than we are. Formerly the farmer 
regarded it as part of farm economy tonot only 
raise his own horses and mules, but to have 
one now and then for sale. How many farm- 
ers in this county are raising stock? We sel- 
dom see a good mule or horse colt in traveling 
around the country. While every farm should 
have from one toa halfdozen. There is more 
profit in raising mules than cotton or wheat. 
They will come upon the market at two years’ 
old, andif they are properly cared for will 
bring a good price. A mule of that age will 
not cost more than $25 to raise, and will sell 
for from seventy.five to one hundred dollars. 
Tomake that much cotton generally costs 
about all you get for it. 

The Monroe Advertiser has the following to 
say to the farmers of the state, which should 
command more thau ordinary attention from 
them, as the article in question is filled with 
substantial food for their consideration. 

Inquiring among our produce dealers last 
week elicited the statement that the corn sales 
to farmers the present year would in their 


——_ fall considerably below those of 


ast year. We hope they are correct in their 
opinion. However, notwithslanding the fact 
that last year was the most favorable year for 
growing corn in this county in the last fifteen 
or twenty years, yet the fact was also elicited 
that some of our farmers were already buying 
corn with which to make a csop this years, 
and that other farmers were arranging to do 
so later on. 

While pondering upon these statements, we 
were impressed with the idea that if Monroe 
county farmers failed last year to make a suf- 
ficiency of corn for their farms during the 
present year, that failure must have 
resulted from their not cultivating @ 
sufficient acreage in corn. Whether or not it 
isa sad commentary on farm management to 
state that farmers do not make corn enough in 
the year to supply them through January of 
the next year, we leave for the farmers them- 
selves to decide. Such result cannot obtaja 
save from the fact that they do not cultivate a 
sufficient acreage in corn. We would be glad 
to know that not a farmer in this county need- 
ed one bushel of corn above that grown upon 
his farm. We have referred to this matter to 
call the attention of our farmers, now in the 
preparation season, to the great importance to 
them of planting sufficient land in corn to 
produce when cultivated an abundant supply 
of that crop. And in order to do this, allow us 
to suggest that when you shall have prepared 
what you deem sufficient and for a full corn 
crop, then add to it fifty per cent, and prepare 
that, and you will find that the result will not 
be harmful. 

Referring to the establishment of a canning 
factory at Forsyth, the Advertiser says: In 
arranging for their crops, gardens, etc., let our 
farmers and gardeners in the vicinity of 
Forsyth not forget that a canning factory has 
been established in our city, and thatthe only 
way to keep this enterprise living and prosper- 
ous is to sustainit. To this end we would 
suggest that canned fruit is not the only arti- 
cle of canned goods that is in demand. On 
the contrary, there isa growing demand for 
various vegetable in this line. Especially is 
there a strong and an increasing demand for 
canned tomatoes and sweet corn. Both of 
these vegetables can be produced in the vicin- 
ity of our town in abundance and to perfection. 
And as the means and appliances for canning 
are at hand, would it not he well for the peo- 
ple of this community to plant largely of both 
of these creps, with a view to supplying the 
canning factory with an abundance of each? 
We haye not consulted the directors of the 
factory on this subject, but presume that if a 
sufticiency of these vegetables can be procured 
for canning purposes, they would be glad to 
have them. An abundance of tomatoes can 
be grown with very little expenditure of time . 
and money, and by utilizing them in this way, 
can be profitable to the growers, besides sus- 
taining an industrial enterprise in our midst. 
The success of our a factory during the 
last fruit season proved the profitableness of 
such enterprises among us when the people 
work to sustain them. Thousands of sweet 
corn can be grown here witha view to the 
same end if our planters will but arrange for 
it, and canned corn is in demand in every mar- 
ket. We throw out these suggestions on this 
subject, because now is the time to arrange for 
these things. Let everybody in reach of 
Forsyth plant extra crops of tomatoes, and in 
the end they will find that they will have lost 
nothing thereby. 

Messrs. Emanuel and F.S. Subers, and 
their sons, who are probably the largest cotton 
planters of Colquitt county, says the Thomas- 
ville Euterprise, came in yesterday morning 
from their homes, about eighteen miles from 
here, with thirteen mule teams loaded with 
three bales each, or altogether forty bales, as 
yvart of a sale of fifty bales of cotton to Dr. C. 

V. Stegall, extensive cotton buyer. The 
other twenty bales will be brought in this 
week. The long line of wagons piled up with 
‘King Cotton,’’ drawn by fine-looking, well- 
kept mules, attracted much attention as they 
rolled down Jacksonj street, en route to the 
warehouse. 

Franklin county farmers, says the Carnes 
ville Tribune, have adopted as their motto: 
“‘T have resolved to get out of debt, to stay out 
of debt, andto educate my children, and to 
raise athome, as — as possible, every- 
thing Iconsume.’’ By living up to this, the 
Tribune says the farmer is bound to become 
prosperous and independent. 


Mr. A. P. Deadwyler, who lives several 
miles west of Elberton, has one of the: finest 
farms in Elbert county. For a number of 
years he has paid particular attention to the 
raising of the finest blooded Jerseys, and other 
stock, in which he has been very successful. 

Elbert should have more such farmers. 


According to the Griffin News, the allianee 
warehouse, in that city, has weighed about 12,- 
000 bales of cotton this season, and will return 
a dividend of about fifty cents a bale. This is 
a most splendid and gratifying success. 

The Democrat, of Bainbridge, has added an 
alliance department, but frankly says in regard 
toit: ‘*While the Democrat runs an alliance 
department, itis not the organ ofany class. 
We are for giving everybody a chance, hence 
we favor the alliance, the farmers, the corpo- 
rations. the railroads, the lawyers, the preach- 
ers, the people.”’ 

Hightower and Martin, of Rochills are 
planting twenty acres of watermelons on the 
corporate limits of the town. Ping 4 calculate 
upon having ripe melons ready for the market 
by the 10th of June. 


Farmers from the Oostanaula valley, in 
Floyd county, are planting corn, and from in- 
terviews with several, the Rome Tribune 
learns that their will be an increase this year 
in the acreage of corn. Several of the farmers 
of that section have planted their entire crop, 
They are of the opinion that there is no danger 
of a cold snap, as dogwood blossoms are out, 
the chinaberry trees are about to blossom, 
which they argue as a sure sign that the winter 
is over. : 

An attempt was made a few nights ago to 
burn the gin house of Joe J. Dennaw near 
Rochelle. The fire was put out before it did 
much damage. In the barn were five bales of 
cotton and a large quantity of cotton seed. 

Several farmers in Terrell county have 
planted their corn. They think thatall dan- 
ger of a cold snap is over, and believe that 
next year’s crop will be a goodone. Terrell 
boasts of some of the best farmers of the state, 
and many of them have made money on their 
farms. Very few of them are hampered with 
mortgages.

They claim 
that at the present way of thanaging they can, 
with good crops, soon pay out of debt and get 
on their feet financially once more.

per week, and seventy-five gallons of milk. 


The farmers of Georgia, says the Elber- 
ton Gazette, should raise more wheat, oats, 
corn, hogs, horses and mules. When they do 
this their farms will become setf-sustaining, 
and prosperity will be the result in every 
section of our state. Trusts will not then 
bother them. They will be independent of 
them, and fully able to take care of themselves 
under any circumstances. 


Corm planting is in full blastin Screven 
county, and the farmers are putting in large 
crops. There are many of them who have turned 
philosphers, and for two weeks have been 
watching the moon and stars, noticing the 
morning fogs and the shifting winds. They 
seem to think that none of the old signs of the 
weather will do to go by this winter, as spring 
seems to have shoved winter out of its way 
— taken possession of that section of the 
State. 

Editor Mathews, of the Sylvania Tele- 
peone, has been taking an inventory of the 
weather and its surroudings, with the follow- 
ing result: 

“TF Jooked in Grier’s almanac today. He 
tells us that winter commences on December 
2ist, and spring March 20th. I then walked 
out to view the vegetable kingdom, where I 
saw half-grown figs, peach trees in full bloom, 
grown mulberries, potatoes that were left in 
the patch up, and growing nicely, corn six 
blades high, and all xegetation seems to tell us 
that it is spring; but our old home-made phil- 
osopher tells us our much looked for cold 
weather is locked up in the north, and is 
likely to burst out upon us about the 20th 
February. He hastwo more signs, he says if 
they fail he will give up the study. When he 
sees the bee bird and the swallow, he will be- 
lieve cold weather is over; and another sign is 
that when the seven stars set at 60’clock p. m., 
cold weather is over. 2 3 

Pearce Wood, a successful farmer living 
in Decatur county, sold last year from an 
average of fifteen to twenty cows 2,100 pounds 
of butter for which he received $630. The 
cattle were graded Jerseys. W. E. Smith, a 
neighbor, did nearly as well, showing that 
there is money in the dairy business in Geor- 
gra even as a side issue. 

The Walton county News says that good 
roads are essential to the prosperity of the 
farming interests,and calls upon the next 
legislature to do something that will improve 
the public roads of the state. 

The farmers of Fayette county are at 
work in earnest and say they are going to 
make the biggest crops next year in the his- 
tory of the county. With good crops, the 
farmers say it will make little difference to 
them who gets the postoffices. 

Here is something that shows how terribl 
bad the negroesin the south are oppressed. 
John B. Nelson, a well known colored man 
living a few miles from Hawkinsville, Ga., has 
made off of a two-horse farm the past year 
$1,100 profit. The Dispatch says: Nelson has 
recently killed seven hogs, of his own raising, 
which weighed in all 1,900 pounds. Another 
lot, killed previously, weighed 2,100 pounds in 
all. His cotton crop amounted to forty bales, 
of 500 pounds each; corn crop, 500 bushels; 
syrup, 200 gallons: potatoes, 100 bushels; oats, 
500 bushels ; fodder, fifteen stacks of 450 bun- 
dles each; of field peas and ground peas he 
saved enough for seed, has some for sale, and 
left plenty in the field to fatten his hogs with- 
out any corn. 

He cleared onough money last year to do him 
two years—$1,100. This money is now on de- 

ositin Hawkinsville—he is too wise to keep 
it at home.

A Question of City Politics, 

No one deplores more than THE Constt- 
TUTION the rumored prospect of another bit- 
ter prohibition campaign in this city, but 
there are other local conditions that are 
fruited with more serious results than even 
such a campaign. 

The first prohibition campaign that was 
fon.!' in this city was brought on and 
push! to suecess because the liquor men, 
and men who were manipulated by the bar- 
room element, had control of the city gov- 
ernment and did not hesitate to use the in- 
fluence they held to the detriment of the 
city, and for their own aggrandizement. 
They designated who should fill offices be- 
fore the offices were vacant; and the tip was 
given when necessary so that the man who 
would suit their purposes could get pledges 
in advance of better men. 

In that election it was difficult to get many 
good, conseientious citizens to raise their 
voices against prohibition, and that issue 
was successful. 

In the second campaign it was different, 
The prohibitionists had proscribed every 
man who differed with them, cleared the 
deck of every man who disagreed with them, 
and all antis were designated saloon men or 
liquor men. 

On this question of prohibition there is a 
wide difference of opinion, even among good 
conservative people; some, who are sincere 
and honest, believe prohibition the best way 
to check the evil effects of drunkenness and 
disorder; others, just as honest, think that 
it is bad policy to prohibit ina large city a 
business that the government recognizes, 
and from which it derives a large part of its 
revenue, and that it is better to regulate the 
sale under rigid restrictions, than have it 
come with the legal brand of the government 
from the four quarters of the country, to be 
dribbled out surreptiously in back alleys. 

It is needless to discuss the question here. 

‘Our readers are conversant with the argu- 
ments pro and con, for probably no people 
have had a better opportunity to hear both 
sides of the question than the people of At- 
Janta. 

But there is one thing on which there is 
mo division among the good citizens of 

Atlanta—they all agree that the re-establish- 
ment of the old plan of barroom control, or 
“boss” management, would be a calamity to 
the city,We want no more city politics 

’& on the idea of proscription, or where 

bosses’ shall slate offices, and say who 
shall decide whether the law is violated, ac- 
cording to the amount of political power the 
offender wields, instead of according to the 
degree of the crime with which he is 
charged. 

The last election was carried by a pledge 
that high license should be given a fair trial, 
and that proper restrictions should be thrown 
around the sale of liquor, and that the polit- 
ical evils that had existed before should not 
occur again. The prohibitionists were ar- 
raigned for having proscribed good men 
simply because they did not agree with them, 
and with fair promises the conservative peo- 
ple of the city were appealed fo. 

So far there has been no direct effort to 
evade these promises, but there are rumors 
of a movement which bodes no good, and 
which points to the old way. Every prohi- 
bitionist who holds office is, it is said, to be 
*‘ditched,’’ simply because he is a prohibi- 
tionist, and others are to be put in their 
places who can be handled. It is to be fixed 
twelve months ahead who shall hold the 
offices, sothat proper time will be given to 
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season the timber to be used, so that it will 
not shrink. The tip is given when there is 


a@ vacancy, so pledges can be obtained before 


the fact is generally known, so ‘‘one of our: 


kind’’ can get the place. 

THE CONSTITUTION has no favors to ask 
from either prohibitionists or anti-prohibi- 
tionists, as a class. We speak for the mass 
of good, conservative citizens, who want to 
do right, and will dare to do it on every oc- 
rcasion, and will not hesitate to condemn the 
old plan of ‘‘boss’’ control. 

If it becomes necessary we will not hesitate 
to tear the covering from those who masque- 
rade in the dark to re-establish the old plan. 

We are not afraid of any danger if we have 
to appeal to the people on this issue. All 
the evils of a heated campaign cannot be as 
damaging to our city and its citizens as the 
inauguration of another epoch of ‘‘boss”’ 
control, in which the city will be controlled 
by designing men, who will use it for per- 
sonal ends. 

It is better to speak of these things before 
‘they are accomplished, than to wait and raise 

he alarm when it is too late. 

We are ready to meet the question when it 
tomes, and there will be no lack of energy 
on our part in its discussion, should we be 

failed upon to push this matter.

How- 
ever valid -Tutty’s marriage with a negro 
womar might be in Washington, it is invalid 
in Georgia. Tutty and his colored partner 
were indicted by the grand jury of the county 
for fornication. They were arrested under 
the indictment and gave bond for their ap- 
pearance. They failed to appear, however, 
and their bond was estreated. Tutty then 
tried to have the case carried to the United 
States court, but Judge Speer, in a long de- 
cision, affirming the constitutionality of the 
Georgia law prohibiting the intermarriage of 
the races, remanded the case back to the 
superior court of Liberty county. 

Tutty now claims to be a British subject, 
and Rose Ward, the negro woman who has 
figured as his wife, is now in Washington, 
where she has had an interview with members 
of the British legation. It is said that she 
has told a terrible tale, representing that 
Tutty, a loyal subject of her most esteemed 


| majesty, has been deprived of his liberty for 


no crime whatever, and she begs her majesty 
to interpose her protection. Rose Ward's 
story must have made some impression on 
the British officials at Washington, for the 
Morning News says that the British vice- 
consul at Savannah has_reccived a letter in- 
structing him to investigate the matter. The 
solicitor has explained to the vice-consul that 
Tutty is not in jail, but out on bond, and 
that, in living with anegro woman as his 
wife, he has violated the laws of Georgia. 

The result of it all will be that if Tutty 
wants to have a negro wife he will have to 
move to some state where miscegenation is 
not a crime under the law. 


At Home and Abroad. 

Mr. George Kenan’s graphic description 
of the outrages in Russian prisons has 
stirred up considerable feeling in this coun- 
try, and it is quite likely that our people 
will find some way of making their protest 
heard at St. Petersburg. 

We Americans are famous for this sort of 
thing. More than once we have attempted 
to interfere with the administration of jus- 
tice in foreign lands, and we shall probably 
continue to mind the business of other na- 
tions for some time to come. 

Undoubtedly the horrors of the Russian 
prison system should provoke our just indig- 
nation, but. it should not be forgotten that 
we have a few horrors of our own fully as 
infamous as anything to be found in the 
ezar’s dominions. According to all accounts 
the convict lease systems of Mississippi and 
Arkansas are too cruel and deadly to be per- 
mitted to exist. The brutality discovered in 
the poor houses of Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont is a disgrace to ourcivilization. Some 
of ourinsane asylums need overhauling. 
Out west the other day it was found that a 
perfectly sane man had been locked up 
among lunatics for twenty years. Then the 
peon system of some of the factories and 
mines in New York and Pennsylvania, under 
which a man has been known to work 
twenty years without ever seeing a pay-day, 
should receive the attention of sympathetic 
reformers. 

Russia is bad enough, but we are very far 
from being angels ourselves. In this land 
of liberty we permit an appalling amount of 
cruelty and injustice to go unpunished and 
unnoticed. . 

We need not work ourselves into a fever 
over the barbarous ways of the Russians just 
yet. When we find ourselves in a _ tender- 
hearted mood, and feel like taking a con- 
tract to right the wrongs of the oppressed, 
it will not be necessary to send missionaries 
and money aeross the water. We can find 
work enough in this line right here at home. 
Before we attempt to straighten out our 
neighbors, it would be a good idea to set our 
own premises in order. 


The Irritation of Pulitzer. 


The editor of the New York World has 
one great source of trouble and _ irritation. 
Its circulation is large, according to the affi- 
davit man, and it seems to be making a mint 
of money. Tocrown all, it is about to in- 
vest in a building that will overtop all the 
other houses in New York, and in the tower 
thereof there is to be placed a beacon light. 
All this would appear to be enough to give 
any editor alarge supply of pleasure and 
contentment. 

But the editor of the World is not happy. 
In the midst of all his prosperity, he is com- 
pelled to remember sometimes that there is 
a south and that there are southern men. 
At such times the editor does not hesitate to 
give way to his feelings and to show that he 
is aggravated beyond measure. The south 
is an eyesore, and the southern people are a 
constant source of irritation to the refined 
Mr. Pulitzer and his esteemed assistant, 
Colonel Cockerill. 

What particular quality may have charac- 
terized Mr. Pulitzer before he became such 
a deservedly great man, we know not, 
can remember the __ time, 
and it is not so very long ago, 
either, when Colonel Cockerill possessed 
both humor and patience. It is true that he, 
on one occasion, put out the light of a Miz- 
zooy statesman, but it was decided that there 
were extenuating cireumstances, and it was 
not until quite recently that he began to dis- 
play signs of fretfulness. 

For some reason or other not yet ex- 
plained, the World and its distinguished ed- 
itors, native and foreign, have taken upa 
notion that the south is a bad egg alto 
gether, aud that the southern people com- 
pose an immense nest full of bad eggs. 
Whenever the World’s editors happen to re- 
member that there is a south, they are 
straightway attacked with the heaves, and 
the most violent retchings ensue. That this 
section and its people should aggravate these 
worthy men is a source of sincere regret to 
us. But we are afraid the matter is one for 
which there is no remedy. 

The other day when Congressman Grimes, 
of Georgia, refused to eat at the same table 
with a negro, and quietly took himself off to 
quarters where he could choose his own com- 
pany, the World was not only irritated, but 
grieved, and it referred to the matter in a 
style that left the reader to infer that the 
editor of the World was very much annoyed 
and disgusted. It was even intimated that 
when a gentleman so far forgot himself as to 
choose where and with whom he should dine, 
he was actuated by an unworthy prejudice. 

Quite recently the World has discovered 
another cause for irritation, and it makes no 
attempt to conceal its regret. We present 
its complaint in its own words: 


“Colonel Fellowsis an ex-confederate officer, 
and so is his assistant, Colonel Daw- 
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there, nevertheless, and draw their salaries with 
an alacrity that is not to be distanced by the Yan- 
kee contingent. The whole place is redolent with 
a southern atmosphere, and in all the workings of 
the office there is the real, true air of southern 
languor.” 7 

It does seem a little rough that, owing to 
circumstances over which it has no adequate 
control, so to speak, the New York World 
should be compelled to suffer this aggrava- 
tion at the hands of the languid southerner. 
It seems to be a pity that a southern con- 
gressman will not dive with negroes just to 
please the powerful editor of the World. As 
for the crime which forms the basis of the 
World’s last complaint, there is positively 
no excuse for it. Itis preposterous that any 
southerner should be holding office in New 
York city, right under the nose of Publisher 
Pulitzer and Editor Cockerill. Southerners 
may have the legal right to hold office there, 
but they ought to remember that something 
is due to the etiquette of the occasion. 

We do not believe it will do for southern- 
ers to continue to aggravate the World. 
It will not do for them to refuse to dine with 
negroes, or to complacently accept office in 
New Yorkcity. If they know what is good 
forthem, they will stand around with their 
hands in their pockets and say nothing, oth- 
erwise the World will gather up the raveled 
ends of its influence and drive them out of 
the country. The editorsare even now de- 
bating whether they shall continue to send 
their valuable paper to southern subscribers, 
and if the irritation is kept up they may 
withdraw it from the southern mails alto- 
gether. Enough said. A stitch in time 
frequently saves nine pairs of breeches. 


The South Will Care for Itself. 

The New York Herald, in a recent edito- 
rial, gives a word of warning to northern 
capitalists who are investing in the south, 
because, it says, that it is very apparent that 
the republicans are determined on a course 
that will be very extreme to the south, and 
will certainly result in harm to all its people 
and industries. 

Any person, even a capitalist, who can be 
frightened by the republican party on the 
line suggested by the Herald, had better not 
come south. We want no citizen that party 
can scare. Itisnot a new scheme of the re- 
publicans to devise and attempt to carry out 
just what the Herald suggests they will do 
now. The proceedings of congress during 
the reconstruction period are full of just 
such legislation. We were weak then, and 
did not have money to build up our waste 
places. We arestrong now, stronger than 
ever before. 

We are gratified to see northern capital 
come here. It will be better remunerated 
than anywhere else, and capitalists from all 
over the world are finding out. that our pro- 
ducts in field and mine are better paying in- 
vestments than can be made elsewhere. 
Capital is flowing in not only from the north, 
but from other countries, and this is not all 
—we are beginning to build up a surplus 
ourselves, and the money that once went to 
purchase land and negroes, is now being 
spent for machinery, mining, and other enter- 
prises that add to the material prosperity of 
the country. 

Our progress was slow at first, but it is ac- 
celerating each year in compound proportion. 
Our own capital is takiug up many of our 
best investments, and when we have demo- 
cratic rule again we will invite these capi- 
talists who are intimidated now from coming, 
by radical measures, to come down and get 
in on the third story. 

There is one virtue for which the south is 
famous—we are hard to scare. We stood 
around our homes after the war ended, and 
the republicans~ flooded our country with a 
cowardly hoard of carpet-baggers, and backed 
them up with the United States army. We 
were able to take care of ourselves then, and 
will be hereafter, it makes no difference what 
happens. 

Ireland has been able to find a way to 
thwart the brutal attempt of the English to 
rob her people, and we arein a better fix 
than Ireland. 

We have the right to vote,and have been able 
to turn every attempt of this charactor, made 
by the republicans, against them, and we 
have men among us who are sanguine that 
we will be able to doit again. Let the radi- 
cals make their laws for the south as arbitrary, 
oppressive and harsh as possible, it will bring 
us closer together and appeal sooner to the 
American sense of fairness. . 

“They may kiil us, but they cannot scare 
us,’’ is our motto—and we want no man, nor 
no man’s money, who is not willing to come 
among us and bear.the burdens that the re- 
publican party puts on us. 

But those that come will see what we know 
to be true, that a]l this legislation is inspired 
by hate, and comes generally from cowardly 
men who have not the courage to be mag- 
nanimous. 


An Old-Time Southern Planter. 


When the ‘‘Memorials of a Southern Plan- 
ter’’ first appeared the book was duly re- 
viewed in these columns, : 

Recently the volume was reprinted in Eng- 
land, where it is attracting considerable at- 
Mr. Gladstone has introduced it to 
the British public with a preface, in which he 
says: ‘‘Let no man say, with this book be- 
fore him, that the age of chivalry has gone, 
or that Thomas Dabney was not worthy to 
sit with Sir Percival at the round table of 
King Arthur.”’ 

The Thomas Dabney spoken of by Mr. 
Gladstone was the southern planter whose | 
life is portrayed in this biography by his 
daughter. His methods asa slave-holder are 
outlined in the following: 

* * * He was asked how he made his negroes 
do good work. His answer was that a laboring 
man could do better work in five and a half days 
than six. He used” to give the half of Saturdays 
to his negroes, unless there was a great press of 
work. 

He distributed prizes among his cotton-pickers 
every week during the season, which lasted four 
or five months. The master gave money to all 
who worked well for prizes whether they won or 
not. When one person picked five hundred 
pounds a day, a five dollar gold piece was the re- 
ward. On most other plantations four hundred 
pounds, or three hundred and fifty pounds, or 
three hundred was considered a good day’s work, 
but on the Broleigh place many picked five hun- 
dred pounds. 

Some of the great capitalists in the north 
who employ white labor would do well to 
imitate this old-fashioned southerner’s treat- 
ment of his slayes. Mr. Dabney did not 
claim anything that was not his own. He was 
humane and considerate. He believed in 
short hours of labor and rewards to stimu- 
late industry. He knew that kindness and 


justice would be the best policy in the long 


When the negroes 
had them cared for like members of his own 
family, and in old age their lives were made 
comfortable and pleasant. © 

At last the war came, and the final result 
was emancipation, The biographer says: 

On the day the news (of Lee’s surrender) reached 
him he rode into the fields where the negroes were 
at work and informed them * * * that they 
were now free. * * * He advised them to continue 
at work, telling them he would pay them at the 
end of the season what was just. * * * Except 
that they were very gentle and serious and more 
obedient and kind than they had ever been known 
to be except at a time of sickness * * * wesaw 
no change in them. 

After Mr. Dabney’s death one of the old 
negroes onthe place said, while the tears 
streamed from her eyes, that her kind master 
would not be afraid to meet at God’s judge- 
ment bar the face of any slaye that he had 
ever owned. 

Now that Mr. Gladstone has commended 
the book so highly the northern people are 
beginning to read it, and their newspapers 
are publishing extracts from it, Their com- 
ments indicate surprise, and it is plain that 
they are for the first time getting a view of 
southern slave-holding life as it was before 
the war. 

It is rather late in the day for the north- 
erners to wake up tothe fact that the old- 
time southern master was kinder to his 
slaves than the average employer of today is 
to hirelings, but it is well to have the truth’ 
come out. Many a reader in thenorth, after 
studying the life of Thomas Dabney, will 
come to the conclusion that it would have 
been better to have left slavery undisturbed. 
So it would—for the negroes, but not for the 
whites. With emancipation our people got 
rid of a great burden. Slavery was a good 
thing for the slaves, and a bad thing for the 
masters, thousands of whom were gentle and 
conscientious men, like Thomas Dabney.

HE HAS A WORD TO SAY TO MR. N.C. 
EDWARDS. 


The Sharon Postoffice Affair from the Stand- 
point of One of Those Who Were 
‘Arrested— What He Says. 


SHARON, Ga., February 22, 1890.—Editors Con- 
stitution: In Tae CoxstiTuTion of yesterday, N. 
C. Edwards comes again before the public in his 
artful and ingenious style, attempting to divert 
the readers of your valuable paper from the real 
issues, so far as he is implicated, concerning the 
postoffice sensation here. 

He attempted in his second communication in 
the Augusta Chronicle, to evade the real charges 
as accredited to him by the people of this section 
using as diverication his past democratic record, 
and reminding the people of his consecutive selec- 
tion, as delegate to “every democratic con- 
gressional and senatorial convention during the 
eight years of his citizenship in this county ; “for 
getting, I presume, that he was possessed of cer- 
taiu qualifications for such promipent positions. 
Where a man of lowingenuity would be unsuccess- 
ful, he in his inimitable manner, had a way of 
“getting there,’ and even then failed as often, 
perhaps, as he “got there.”’ In this way he dodged 
the accusations applicable to him. 

Now he wishes to mislead the public mind again, 
by asserting that “personal prejudice of many 
years’ standing,” is. the real cause of his implica- 
tiou, and the result of whichis the censure now 
manifested in and around Sharon. 

He seems to wish to make the impression, 
that Mr. Crooke and myself are respon- 
sible for the condemnatory manner in 
which he is now being held by the respectable 
citizens of Taliaferro county. He seems to be un- 
aware that. the denunciation of his conduct, and 
the contemptuous manner in which he voluntarily 
placed himself, is but the natural consequence of 
his dissimulation and duplicity. As he attempted 
to impose on his former friends, both orally and 
in writing, by knewingly and willfully misrepre- 
senting the facts in the case relative to the ap- 
pointmnent of Duckworth. 

He told certain gentiémen here, on the 18th ult., 
that ‘“‘no negroes were connected with the papers 
pertaining to Duckworth’s appointment; 
he afterwards, on returning to Warrenton, wrote 
toa friend here, that “‘we only had the names of 
white citizens—twelve of the best white citizens in 
and near Sharon—and we did not approach any 
negroes, for we considered them figure heads, with 
no influence with the appointing powers.”’ Ihave 
read this, in his letter tothis gentleman, and he 
knows full well to whom it was written. 

Now, all this denial in conversation, and by 
writing, as to the petition and application, was 
denied to these gentlemen by Edwards before the 
reception of the transcript of papers from Wash- 
ington. 

When these papers were produced, these gent'e- 
men became justly indignant at the duplicity of 
U. C. Edwards, and treely told how he had de- 
ceived them; by his own admission he was Duck- 
worth’s “engineer.” How, then, could a petition 
with five minor boys, three or four residents of 
the county and four non-residents, also twenty- 
one negroes names, and an application indorsed 
by three negroes, reach Washington without his 
knowledge? 

He admitted to parties here that ‘‘I got the place 
for Duckworth.’ If so, it necessarily follows that 
he had cognizance of the “color of 
these papers.” When we received the copies 
we asked some of the colored signers who solicited 
their names. Some answered, “Mr. Duckworth,”’ 
few answered ‘‘Mr. Edwards.” But why deny it 
now, when the proof is unquestioned?” I suppose 
as he denied it first he will continue to deny it. 
However, he may disclaim any knowledge of it 
while life lasts, yet his refutation is not satisfac- 
tory, because he has simply dodged the charges 
and alleges ‘‘personal prejudice”’ the cause of his 
execration by the good citizens of Taliaferro 
county. He has, by his own action, merited 
the condemnation of this vicinity, and no 
one or two persons are responsible for the ex- 
position of N. C. Edwards’s conduct in this 
matter, and his efforts to putit on myself or any 
other citizen will prove futile. 

Referring to the wholesale arrest of our citizens 
last Monday, I, like the others, felt keenly the in- 
dignity, yet Iattach no blame to the authorities, 
as no coubt we were represented as a set of out- 
laws, or perhaps “guerillas,’”’ who would not sub- 
mit unless forced to do so. 

Marshal Corbett was soon convinced that our 
people would offer no resistance to him, or his 
deputies, and I have tosay, and I but voice the 
sentiment of the prisoners, when I assert that 
Marshal Corbett treated us in a most gentlemanly 
manner, and we extend thanks for the courtesies 
shown us by him. It is not our intention, nor has 
it been, to offer any intimidation to any govern- 
iment officia!. Our only efforts were to show the 
inisrepresentations of certain persons who en- 
deavored to conceal them. 

I have not desired to appear before the public, 
yet I do not care to allow Edwards to cast his in- 
sinuations of ‘personal prejudice” on me without 
submitting the true facts to the reading public. 

This reply to him is wholly unnecessary to the 
people of Taliaferro, who understand thoroughly 
the situation. But to those without the county, 
who do not fully understand, they can confer with 
any respectable citizen, and can become enlight- 
ened as to Edwards’s participation in this affair.
